New radio station 
goes on the air 


AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty 
King Hussein Saturday formally 
opened a new broad^ting sta- 
tion at Kharraneh, east of Am- 
man, and in a speech on the 
occasion expressed hope that the 
new facility would serve as a 
source of information to the 
world about Jordan's achieve- 
ments in the economic and social 
fields. 

The new transmission station 
has been set up to convey Jor- 
dan's voice to the outside world 
and to help bobter the Kingdom's 
ties with Jordanian expatriates 
and boost its relations with the 
rest of the Arab World, the King 
said in tbe speech, carried by tbe 
Jordan News Agency, Petra. 

Expressing deOjgbt at the open-, 
ing of the station, the IGng said: 
"I address you from a new Jorda- 
nian forum which we have set up 
to convey the voice of Jordan to 
the woild, calling for continued 
di^ogue and understanding, and 
reflecting the Kingdom's true 
image.” 

“I am delighted also to recall a 
similar event 30 years ago when I 
opened the old transmission sta- 
tion. which has since been re- 
laying Jordan's voice forcefully 
conve^ng truth and facts in a 
balanced maimer... amid a turbu- 
lent world.” 

The Hashemite Broadcasting 
Station has been progressing 
steadily in a clear course con- 
veying to the Arab World Jor- 
dan's stance and views through 
news, objective programmes and 
commentary. King Hussein 
added. 

He said Radio Jordan had been 
all along totally committed to 
Arab causes and served as a 


channel for implementing the 
principles of the ureat Arab Re- 
volt. 

Radio Jordan has been serving 
as a mirror, reflecting a bright 
image of the Arab World and 
contributing towards develop- 
ment. It deserves all appreciation 
and respect, the King said. 

King Hussein said numerous events 
took place since Radio Jordan was 
inaugurated 30 years ago and many 
other developments evolved in eco- 
nomic, scientific, military, political 
and agricultural Gelds.

AMMAN — His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan Saturday 
railed on the Islamic Education- 
al, Sdeotific and Cultural Orga- 
nisation (ISESCO) to come up 
with a well defined and comp>re- 
bensive plan for development in 
order to eradicate illiteracy in the 
Islamic Worid before the end of 
^ century. 

The Crown Prince was addres- 
sing the third conference- of 
!$^CX>, held under the patron- 
age of Ifis Majesty King Hussein, 
which opened at the Royal Cultu- 
ral Centre in Amman. The 
gathering is attended by repre- 
sentatives of 37 Islamic states and 
numerous Arab, Islamic and in- 
teniatioflaJ organisations. 

Crown Prince Hassan, who was 
delivering the speech on behalf of 
King Hussein, said development 
rarely succeeds in illiterate 
societies, “for such societies are 
unable to understand the aims of 
development and deal with mod- 


ern technology.” 

Prince Hassan pointed out that 
some Islamic countries had made 
outstanding “qualitative and 
quantative strides” in the area of 
education and “100 per cent, 80 
per cent and 40 per cent of those 
eligible for schooling are enrolled 
in elementary, second^ and 
higher education respectively.” 
Prince Hassan said a.number of 
other Islamic countries, however, 
“are still nowhere near such per- 
centages. particularly with regard 
to females eligible for schooling 
of whom only 50 per cent are 
enrolled in elementary education, 
a much lower percentage of 30 
per cent in secondary education, 
and regrettably less than two per 
cent in higher education.

Riyadh, Peking establish 


first permanent ties 


BAHRAIN (R) — Saudi Arabia and China have 
agreed to open commercial offices in each other's 
capitals, the first permanent representation between 
Riyadh and Peking. 


The Chinese embassy in 
Washington and Saudi Press 
Agency (SPA) said an agreement 
was signed Friday by the coun- 
tries' ambassadors to the United 
States, Han Xu and Prince Ban- 
dar Ibn Sultan. 

“In the desire to develop the 
commercial and economic rela- 
tions that have existed for a long 
time between the two people... 


the governments have decided to 
set up commercial representative 
offices in their two capitals," SPA 
said ^turday. 


Since the 1930s. when Saudi 
Arabia broke off relations with 
the Soviet Union, the kingdom 
has had no official representation 
in Eastern bloc countries or 
China. 


Saudi AraUa and Bahrain are 
the only Arab countries to have 
no diplomatic relations with 
either Moscow or Peiang, 

The Soviet Union and China 
have both courted the kingdom in 
the last few years, sending offi- 
cials on visits despite Riyadh's 
firm ties with the United States.. 

One U.S. analyst said recently 
that China had increased the 
number of its Muslims allowed to 
make the annual pilgrimage to 
Mecca to between 3.(XX) and 
4,000. 

Diplomats said Saudi Arabia 
sought to extend its relations 


beyond the United States because 
of Washington's support for 
Israel and the refusal of Congress 
to agree to sell Riyadh arms. 

The kingdom confirmed last 
march that it bought medium- 
range missiles from Peking, a 
move which took Washington by 
surprise. 

Prince Bandar visited Peking 
last month, raising speculation 
that the countries would establish 
diplomatic relations. Diplomats 
said such a move did not seem 
likely in the immediate future 
because of Riyadh's close ties 
with Taiwan.

our national product." 

The King said: “1 address you 
today while Jordan is confronting 
financial cfaallen^... you surely 
are aware that this is not the first 
time the country fiioes sudi chal- 
lenges and that Jordan is used to 
overcoming difficulties which 
strengthen^ its resolve and its 
ability to adjust and take initia- 
tive." 

The King said the current eco- 
nomic situation “reminds us of 
Jordan's difficult formula of land 
and population — the land with 
its limited resources and the peo- 
ple with the high population 
growth — which resuRs in ex- 
haiKting demands on the state." 

He Jordan believed in the 
piindple of enooura^g private en- 
terprise and a free economy and had 
exerted aD efforts to invest its natural 
resources to create the biggest num- 
ber of job (^>portunities and to distri- 
bute the gains of development on all 


Describing the course of Jordan's 
development, the King said the pro- 
cess was a continuous movement that 
adjusts itself with new devek^rments 
and c or rects its direction and metho- 
dology, whenever there is a need, in 
order to catch np with contemporary 
diaoges. 

He said h was time to reconsider 
“some of the sodo-economic con- 
cepts that are out of tunc with the 
present realiQr or present develop- 
mental phase, within the foresceaUe 
time span... which requires a compre- 
hensive structural dumge." 


He said the problem of uitemploy- 
mcni should not be looked at from 
the economic angle and its rela- 
tionship to the rate of growth alone. 
Rather, “wc must take all the ele- 
ments affecting it into consideration, 
because they are structural and re- 
lated to the lack of balance between 
the supply and demand for manpow- 
er, as well as it being linked to the 
mistaken social outlMk on profes- 
siotts," be said. “On this basis, the 
government has taken the ioitiative to 
handle this problem through develo|v 
ing its education system uid correct- 
ing the education process to match 
our developmental needs." 


The King said that oemsumerism 
had created an tmblance in the eco- 
nomy and that the government bad 
taken steps to tacue the problem 
through economic, financial and 
monetary measures and policies 
aimed at increasuig self-reliance and 
strecgibening the local productive 
structure and narrowing the gap be- 
tween imports and exports. 

He said the government had also 
embarked on a process to change 
consumers' attitude and reducing 
government spending, in addition to 
(landing on the private sector to 
brug in revenues aixl investments. 

On the administrative level, the 
King said the government was work- 
ing to scHve the problem by linking 
national institutions together in a way 
that is conducive to their activities 
and by “achieving centralising plan- 
ning and decentrusing execution in 
all sectors of developn^t and admi- 
oistratioD in the Kingdom... and by 
choosing competent administrators in 
areas that corr^^ood with their capa- 
bilities. in addition to modernising 
administrative and GnaodaJ legisla- 
tion and eMiting a studies effort in 
the area of re^onal and sectoral 
training atid planning." 

“What is required Grom us b to 


become all. in our different capad- 
ties, a part and parcel of the reform 
operation... to interact with it, accept 
as an inevitabiliQr that is imposed by 
reality and the ttature of the present 
phase and future requirements.'* 

The King concluded hb speech, 
broadcast live on the radio, by ex- 
pressing appreciation and thanks to 
the Centrm Bank of Jordan for its 
efforts arid the high efficiency of its 
staff and their dedication at work, 
especially in their recent effort to 
confront the monetary difficulties. 

FoUowing the King’s speech. Cen- 
tral Bank Governor Hussein Qasem 
delivered a statement reviewing Jor- 
dan’s deveiopmcni and economic in- 
dicatois since 19S2. He said the King- 
dom's aduevements under the King's 
leadership had given hope and 
deepened oonfideoce in the country’s 
ability to overcome difficulties and 
obst^es. 

Prime Minister Zaid Rifai, Royal 
Court Chief Marwan Oasem, Court 
Minister Adnan Abu Odeh, Cabinet 
members and other offidab were also 
present at the Central Bank.

good number of these institutions 
face financial proUems and are 
short of well-trained manpower, 
a situation wfakfa reqniies that 
tlM^ redefine their priorities. This 
also lequhcs establishing a snper- 
visoiy re^Kmsible authority to 
help these institatioas reevaluate 
themselves, to crystaiise and 
properly define die Islamic civi- 
lisation project, specify the par- 
ties bringing it to fruitioa, and be 
in diaige of nMlcmg the necessary 
airaogements for carrying out 
the existing institutioas are 
not able to execute. 

2. the great challenge during this 
decade and until the end of this 
oentmy is securing enough finan- 
cial resources for purpo^ of 
providing the necessary infras- 
tructure such as labs, research 
equipment, statiooeiy. printing 
houses, and an Islamic publishing 
house especially during this stage 
which is characterised by a lack of 
financial resources, and a high 
demand on finance for hindiog 
development plans in Islamic 
countries. This requires the best 
possible investment and careful 
preservation of whatever is avail- 
able. 

3. We shall not be able to achieve thb 
unless we give language matters tbe 
aneutioD foey deserve. Among tbe 
priorities, there b the need for Mos- 
ii«TK to undcTStand eadi other since 
there isn't a single Islamic tangimge 
read and underwood by aO Muslims. 


It b regrettaUe that in their meetings. 
Muslim researches use European lan- 
guages. particularly EngUsh and 
Frcndi, more than any Islamic Ian- 
gu^. In order to extricate cnsclf 
from thb dilenuna. aod by way of 
traintng future cadres, it b imperative 
that an institute be cstabiisbed in one 
of tbe Islanuc oountries with a mission 
to select a limited number of disting- 
ubbed Muslim students to study Isl^ 
ode iatigiiag« and to be trained in 
research methodology. 

4. There have been many calb for 
rewriting Islamic hbtoty in a new 
style after it has become the victim of 
regnal and idcologica! trends, and 
after the Islamic experkooe has been 
cut down to size. Thb phenomenon 
requires all of us to attend to it as 
soon as possible. Thb can be done by 
rewriting tbe Islamic dvit^tion his- 
tory raising issues that interact with 
and address all queries and demands 
with special emphasb on tbe klaxnic 
experience. We are called upon to 
free our school curricula and tex- 
tbooks from distortion, and oblitera- 
tion of facts and truth. We are also 
called upon lo provide the Muslim 
child with a new curriculum that 
presents the nation's traditions and 
expericnoe whidi arc baaed on belief 
ID Allah, respect for human beings, 
and for human thought. 


S. To look to the future with an 
Islamic vbioo requires us once more 
to coordinate between scientific in- 
stitutions in tbe Muslim World, aod 
to link together the national networks 
of information to goaraotoe tbe Bow 
of data and provide ways and means 
for their uti^tkm. To achieve ihu. 
Muslim and non-Muslim experts must 
be attracted. When thb objective b 


realised tiie Muslim World will be 
able to free itself from depcodency in 
information, ibereby correcting the 
distorted image of the MusUms and 
we will free ourselves from hostile 
begemony over the media in the 
world. Then we will be able, albeit on 
a limited scale, to cootribute to the 
oHxlifiGatioa of the present structure 
of world communkation whM lacks 
balance in the exchange of informa- 
tion between Muslim countries and 
some infonnatiOD centres in otber 
countries of the world. 

6. At present the Muslim World 
witnesses its beydey of writing and 
publication particularly in Islamic 
Odds of knowledge. But, upon farth- 
er scniiiny. we find differences in 
quality and level because of the abs- 
ence of intellectual and critical Isla- 
mic scholars that objectively review 
and assess what is wrineo aod pub- 
lished. The appeal, therefore, b made 
to activate criticbm. oorrectioo, and 
objective evaluation in the Muslim 
World. 

7. AD Muslim countries have shown 
interest in science and technology. 
Successive summit conferences 
emphast^ thb point aod set up 
ministerial coouninees to support the 
idea of scientific and techoologicat 
cooperation which has gben rise to a 
number of institutions such as the 
organisation whose achievements we 
are celebrating today, the Islamic 
Institution for Saenoe. Techndogy 
and Devetopment. the Islamic 
Academy of Sdence. and other m- 
cialiscd institutions. Yet we find 
many of our states without scientific 
aod (ccbnoiogical policies and 
strategies, aod even those countries 
that have sa^ institutions do not 
have enough infrastructure. They still 


need to exert considerable efibrt to 
benefit from the experience of otbeis. 
Some sectors of sodety are still to be 
convinced that they should adopt and 
accept sdence. 'ahhou^ Islam re- 
spects reason and honours learaing. 
In foct oo beavetdy Book mentioned 
reason. learning and understanding 
more than the Koran did. 

We are all invited to harness our 
entire intePeattal. scientific and tech- 
nical capadties for the service of 
development in our cououks for wc 
as Muslims, can play a role and 
shoulder 'responsibility towards our 
peoples and towards other naiioas. 

Following tbe Crown Prince’s 
speech. De^ty Prime Minbier and 
Imnbter of Edration. Thouqan Hin- 
dawi thanked Hb Majesty for hb 
patronage of the confcrnece. “In A1 
Hussein's Amman, Arab unity was 
reached only yesterday, and today we 
see Islamic unity here. aU thb is a 
result of the wbe Jordanian Hashe- 
mite leadership,” Hindawi said.

SANAA (R) — Presidenl Ali AbduUah Saleh opened ^e fourth 
session of North Yemen’s general people's confess Saturday, 
diplomats said. About 1,000 delegates representiog 24,000 mcm- 
ben are attending tbe four-day session of the congress, a mass 
political organisation which bos met every two years since in 1982. 
North Yemen began commercial oil exports last year and elected a 
new parliament this year. Dtplomats said a document to be i^ued 
at the end of the congress would guide the government in its 
foreign and domestic policy. 


Iraq frees Swedish businessman 


STOCKHOLM (R) — Iraqi Vice-President Taha Ma'^f said 
Saturday his govemmenC had released a Swedish businessman 
jailed for life in Bi^dad. The businessman, Wolfgang Cranlund, 
was arrested in January last year and convicted of espionage and 
currency violations. "I have the pleasure to announce that Mr. 
Granlund... has been released and handed over to the Swedish 
embassy in Baghdad," Ma'rouf said in a statement just before 
ending a three-day working visit. He said Granlund granted a 
special amnesty by Iraqi President Saddam Hussein. 


'Lebanese Forces’ press-gangs Indians 


BEIRUT (R) — Lebanon's rightist militiamen are press-gimging 
Indian nationals in east Beirut to fill sandbags and build barricades 
along their front lines, nliplomats said Friday. They said the 
Lebanese Forces militia had forced about 200 Indians over the past 
year to work for it for free in different parts of the country. A 
militia spokesman ^nied the charge, but one diplomat told 
Reuters: “Most of them (the Tndtans) disappw for weeks, then 
come back. They do the dirty job for the militiamen for free.' 


Bomb explodes In front of NovostI office 


BEIRUT (R) — A bomb thrown from a p^ing car exploded in 
front of the Soviet Nbvosti news agency building in the Leban^ 
capital, police said Saturday. No one was injured in the explosion 
which shattered glass in nearby buildings and damaged parked 
icars. they said. The five-kilogramme bomb was thrown from a car 
being driven past the 10 storey building in west Beirut late Friday 
night. Novosti employees refused to comment. 


ICRC asked to try to meet Lahd assailant 


BEIRUT (AP) — Lebanon’s Foreign Ministry Saturday asked the 
International Committee of the Red Cross (ICRC) to request a 
meeting with the woman that shot and wounded the commander 
of a pro-braeK militia in South Lebanon. The ministry also said 
Lebanon's ambassador to the United Nations, Rashid Fakhoury, 
was asked to "seek help from international circles to exert pressure 
on Israel to treat Soha Fawaz Bishara in accordance with the 
Geneva conventions."

ROME (AP) — Cypriot Presi- 
dent George Va.ssiliou said Fri- 
day it was too early to tell if talks 
with Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash would lead to two-state 
federation that wUI reunite the 
war-divided island. 

U.N. Sccreiaiy-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar has said tbe 
talks could lead to a solution of 
the C^^rus problem by June. But 
VassiUou told reporters Friday 
that the assessment depended on 
a lot of political goodwill. 

Vassiliou and Denktash, the 
president of the self-prodaimed 
Turkish Cypriot republic in north 
Cyprus, completed two months of 
talks Monday without making 
any progress.

Dr. Vassos Lyssarides, the

King Hussein approves amendment to conscription law 


Jorda n i a n s residing abroad 
can postpone military service 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordanian citizens reqoired to 
-do military service are now allowed to postpone this 
service until the age of 37 provided they acquire a 
vafa'd work and re^ence permit firom another 
country where they are employed or wi^ to 
employment. 


The announcement was made 
by Brigadier Mahmoud Abdul 
Karim Al Balawneh director of 
the Aimed Forces Conscription 
Department who said that the 
ameodmeut to the conscription 
law was endorsed by His Majesty 
King Hussein and approved 
Prime Minister Zaid Rifei in his 
capacity as minister of defence, 
and also by the Aimed Forces 
Commander-in-Chief Field Mar- 
shal Sharif Zaid Ibn Shaker. 

Balawneh said that die new 
amenthnent is bound to enable 
Jordanians to offer more con- 
tributions and services to the 
country's educational and econo- 
mic projects. 

According to Balawneh, all 
Jordanians who are required to 
do military service and had left 
the country before or after Jan. 1, 
1976, and or those wishing to 
travel abroad for work can put off 
their military service. 

Balawneh said that once 
citizens, who left the country 
before Jan. 1, 1976, reach tbe age 
^ 37 they should return to Jordw 
to do their national service before 
they are 40 years of age. 


Hamzeh 
returns 
from Libya 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan and 
Libya have agre^ to boc»t bi- 
lateral cooperation in the field of 
health in such a way that serves 
their common interests. 

Health Minister Zaid Hamzeh, 
who concluded an offidal visit to 


Libya, signed the minutes of a 
health 


agreement with his Libyan 
counterpart Dr. Mustafa Ai 
Za'idi. 

The miontes of tbe agreement 
define spheres of mutual coop^ 
eration and covers basic medir^ 
health. 

It also deals with exchange of 
expertise, and sets the basis for 
cooperation and for beoefitting 
from techm'cal cooperation be- 
tween the two countries. It also 
deals with exchange of informa- 
tion on the laws and regulations 
pertaining to various medical 
spheres. 

Hamzeh said that during bis 
five-day visit to Libya, he met 
with a number of Jordaninn doc- 
tors working there. He said tbe 
Libyan oCSdals spoke highly of 
tbe Jordanian doctors' high stan- 
dard and reputation. 

There are 72 Jordanian doctors 
currently working in Libya in 
addition to 59 other doctors who 
recently signed contracts to work 
there. 


Those who left tbe country 
after Jan. 1, 1976 and before Oct. 
17, 1988 can continue in their 
present employment but should 
report to the conscription depart- 
ment for re-adjustment of their 
position. They can postpone their 
mili tary service until they readi 
the age of 37. 

As to those wishing to get 
employment abroad from now 
on, Balawneh noted, they can 
also postpone their militaxy ser- 
vice under tbe above mentioned 
regulations, and can return for a 
four-month visit to Jordan every 
year. 

Balawneh said that those fail- 
ing to report for conscription 
service before they reach 40 will 
be imprisoned for three years. 

As to the dtizens firom the 
West Bank, Balawneh said they 
will be subjert to a new set of 
regulations a^eed on following 
Jordan's decisioa to sever legal 
and administrative ties with the 
West Bank. 

Balawneh noted that those car- 
rying green cards and temporary 
passports will have their conscrip- 
tion book cancelled, but those 
who carry yellow cards and 
permanent passports will be tre- 
ated as Jordanian citizens. 

Those wishing to replace green

that upon approval firom the Fol- 
lowup and Inspection Depart- 
ment of the Armed Forces, 
according to Balawneh.

According to Balawneh, 
dtizens with yellow cards cannot 
condua any buriness with gov- 
ernment departments unless they 
produce a three-year valid Israeli 
permit and those carrying green 
cards will have to get the Con- 
scription Department approval 


before their business is conducted 
through the government depart- 
ments. 

He said that West Bank 
dtizens living abroad before June 
19, 1983 should report to the 
Conscription Department upon 
his return to Jordan within 30 
days so as to get proper permits 
to return to the West Bank. 

All conscripts who violate the 
law will have their military ser- 
vice extended but will not be 
fined as it was practiced previous- 
ly, Balawneh noted. 

He said that any East Bank 
Jordanian living in the West Bank 
will be treated on equal footing as 
Palestinians carrying yellow 
cards with regard to the conscrip- 
tion service.

A1 Ra'i newspaper Saturda\' discussed His Majestv' King 
Hussein's Guif tour which lasted several days during which the 
monarch discussed the \fiddlc East issue, the Gulf situation and 
other issues of common concern to the Arab Nation. The 
Jordanian family takes pride in the King's endeavours to bolster 
joint Arab action, an effort which is required under the current 
circumstances to consolidate the Arab Nation's gains and to boost 
its strength in the face of common challenges, the paper noted. 
This Kingdom which continuev to struggle to fend off external 
dangers is currently jn\ol\cJ as well in mea.surcs designed to 
strengthen the nanonal economy, an effort thart requires the 
participation of all Jordanian citizens, the paper added. It said 
there was a great need for both political and economic efforts to 
promote Jordan'.s stance within the Arab World and help the 
country withstand external threats. 

A columnist in A1 Ra'i .Arabic daily comments Saturday on the 
Palestine National Council's session in Algiers, describing it as the 
most significant of all the prerious sessions. The council, which is 
in effect a parliament for the Palestinian people is being held at a 
time when that people are involved in an uprising for their 
i^cdom. the writer Ibrahim Sakkijba notes. This session, the 
19th of its kind by the council will be remembered in history as 
that which ushered in the emergence of the Palestinian indepen- 
dent state and a step that would logically be followed by the 
creation of institutions that will help the new state to be 
recognised by various narion.s. The 19th session's importance is 
tantamount to that of the first session held in Jerusalem in 1964 
when the creation of the Palestine National Council was first 
declared, says the \^Titcr. There is no doubt, he adds, that the new 
state will be confronted with obstacles and difficulties; but 
through perseverance and dedication and with backing from the 
Arab'srares in generaJ and Jordan in paniculor the Palestinian 
state should be able to forge ahead and become an organised 
reality. 

A1 Dnstonr daily also commented on the King's tour in the Gulf 
which was part of Jordan's endeavours to bolster cooperation 
among Arab states. The King continues to exert efforts at all 
levels to serve Jordan and the Arab Nation, and is now involved 
in intensive contacts uith Arab heads of state in view of the grave 
dangers posed to this nation. The King's talks in Kuwait, Qatar, 
Bahrain and Oman centred on the situation in the Gulf, the crisis 
in Lebanon and the Middle East problem among various other 
Arab affairs, the paper noied. 

Sawl AI doilv dwelt on the same subject and said that the 
tour was intended as part of Jordan's on-gotng process of 
exchanging views with the Arab heads of state and maintain the 
momentum of the Amman summit meeting of Iasi year. King 
Hussein, it said, is keen on arriving at a unified Arab stance oir 
the various subjects for discussion at the coming summit meeting. 
The challenges that the Arabs arc facing at the moment are so 
grave that only an Arab summit can de^ with them effectively, 
the paper note^. 


Time to correct the imbalances 


ECONOMIC difficulties are normal and not always bad. Many 
such difficulties serve as an invitation for change, and correction 
of past trends. 

The current economic situation in Jordan could be the start of 
disappointment for some, but it could also be a chance to adjust 
imbalances within the Jordanian economy, and reorganise it, to 
pave the way for a new course towards progress and growth, from 
a solid base rather than building on shifting sands. 

The basic reason behind the temporary current economic crisis 
is the accumulating imbalances in the .structure of the Jordanian 
economy, which call for urgent adjustment. Adju.stment can be 
brought' about either as a planned target to avert foreseen 
problems, or as an inevitability. Unfortunately, we have missed 
the opportunitv to take action during the pa<n five years, and 
finally found ourselves compelled to act. 

Imbalances can Iv found in many aspects of the Jordanian 
economy. 


The public expenditure of the central government is as high as 
70 per cent of the gross domestic product. Domestic revenue, 
despite the very high tax. does not cover more than 85 per cent of 
recurring cxpcn.scs. The foreign asscLs of the Central Bank of 
Jordan were allowed to drop to a low level. The volume of 
commodity imports are three times the volume of national 
exports, lire labour force is much higher than the job opportuni- 
ties available in the country. ’Ilie population is too hi^ relative to 
the limited natural resources. The Jordan dinar was artificially 
overvalued by some 20 per cent of its real value. Finally 
Jordanians were leading a standard of life, way above their 
realistic means: expenditure on consumption and investment 
exceeded the gross national produrrf by sonre 33 per cent. 

These and other imbalances must be corrected and adjusted. At 
minimum, the economic situation should he steadied at a certain 
level. 

The imbalances were not difficult to detect and identify. They

New hope for 
clean water in 
Third World

THE HAGUE — The way to 
cleaner water in the world's 
poorest countries may be inex- 
pensive and old-fashioned. 

Pumps that are hand-operated 
rather than electrified, for exam- 
ple, could be a major weapon in 
the fight against disease-inteted 
drinking water in the Third 
World, aid workers say. 

The possibility that the way 
forward does not necessarily lie in 
costly high technology has given 
new hope to policy makers as a 
10-ycar United Nations campaign 
for clean water draws to a close 
without achieving its goal. 

“Thirty five thousand people, 
most of them children, die every 
day ail over the world from wa- 
ter-related diseases." said Sandy 
Rosival. a leading delegate at 
international talks here last week 
on drinking water and sanitation 
in the Third World. 

“That's like four jumbo jets 
crashing every hour... it's not 
only unacceptable, it's immoral." 
said Rosival, an American who 
heads the U.N. water and sanita- 
tion decade launched in 1980. 

But while the U.N. effort had 
failed in its goal of giving clean 
water to alllbv 1990. important 
lessons had t^en learnt which 
enabled experts to reassess their 
future strateg}'. 

In the past, policy makers and 
technicians in Third World coun- 
tries tended to seek high-technol- 
ogy answers dependent on heavy 
financial backing from central 
governments. 

But trials shou'ed for example 
that cheap, locally produced 
manual pumps met water needs 
more effectively than complex 
electrified systems. 

“It's taken us eight years to 
realise that the only systems that 
can really work must be set up 
and maintained by the commun- 
ity they serve." Rosival told 
Reuters in an interview. 

‘'When an electric pump 
breaks down it may take six 
months to get spore parts to some 
remote villages, so people just go 
back to drinking from rivers and 
water holes." Rosival said. 

Other examples of low-cost, 
easy-to-use technology included 
hand-built latrines and the use of 
sand to filter water. 

“We have no: v-et made a 
major breakthrough in terms of 
giving people a better service, but 
wc have learnt the key to future 


progress lies in low-cost, locally 
funded projects." he said. 

He said such affordable solu- 
tions were also essential as West- 
ern nations were unlikely to boost 
their meagre 15-per-cent con- 
tribution to total investment in 
Third World water supply. 

“At the start of the decade we 
estimated it would require S600 
billion to ensure an adequate 
water and sanitation service to all 
Third World towns and villages," 
Rosival noted. 

“Now we realise, using 
appropriate low-cost technology 
we can provide the same service 
for $200 bilhon," he added. 

Tanzanian water ministry offi- 
cial Nerei Msimbira, one of 60 aid 
agency and government repre- 
sentatives attending the talks, 
agreed the main achievement of 
the last eight years was a change 
in attitude. 

“Before the eighties I would 
never have thought of introduc- 
ing such a simple thing as a band 
pump... Now people in my coun- 
try arc crying out for them," said 
Msimbira. adding that techni- 
cians used to believe sophisti- 
cated pipe systems were the 
answer to Tanzania's chronic wa- 
ter supply problems. 


But Msimbira said many Third 
World governments still failed to 
grasp the far reaching social and 
economic effecLs of poor water 
and sewage systems. 

Tanzania sj^nds only 10 per 
cent of its annual budget on water 
supply and sanitation compared 
to 30'per cent on boosting agri- 
cultural production, he said. 

“We have to convince politi- 
cians that water is not just a soda! 
service but an economic necessi- 
ty." Msimbira added, 

Rosival noted that millions 
were paralysed in central Africa, 
India and Pakistan each year af- 
ter drinking from wells contamin- 
ated by a parasite coiled the 
Guinea worm. 

While only temporary and not 
deadly in itself, this di^ase sev- 
erely cut food supplies because 
ironically it struck at harvest time 
incapacitating most of the work- 
force. 

“A UNICEF study in Nigeria 
has shown that the rice harvest 
was reduced by more than 20 per 
cent in one year in Guinea worm 
endemic areas," Rosival said. 

The new emphasis on low-cost 
and easy technology could also 
show the way forwaid in provid- 
ing clean water in burgeoning 
shanty towns of Hiird World 
dtics, he said. 

“We are fadng a disastrous 
phenomenon of explosive 
population growth in urban areas 
which have totally inadequate 
sanitation facilities." he said. 

More than half the population 
of developing countries would 
live in dties by 2025 compared to 
a third in 1985, he said.

BERLLN — Devck^piiig countries that i|pioix the need to bnUd up 
their cdDcatkm systems are comprooiisiag their hmg-temi pros- 
pects for economic growth and devdk>|NncDt, according to WflBi 
Wapenbans, World Bank Senior Vice President for External 
Affairs and Administration. 

Dcvelopiiig countries must make “human resource devdop- 
ment a critical priority in their overall derdopment strategics,*' 
Wapenfaans said at a meeting of educators in Berlin Sept. 30. 

But setting {Hiorilies, he said, “means dedding on difliorit 
trade-offs ...between quantity and quality, primai^ and higher 
Icvds of edneation, and training at hoiM and alHvad." 

Hdping countries become more responsive to tbdr changing 
economic and social environments requires a “reorientation of 
human resource devdopmenl stralepcs,'* Wapenhans said. 

''More mphasis must be laid on training for technical, 
managerial a^ entreprenenrial activities for the effective man- 
agem eat of technology acquisition, adaptation and devdopmenl. 

“Critical dxnccs indeed must be made," be added, “as 
countries dedde what levels of technologiCBl competence tbeir 
workers need to reach and at what affordable pace." 

SpdKng out a strategy for Improving education in the develop- 
ing woiid. Wapenhans said the “first priority most centre on 
providing access to and improviiq; the quality of baric education. 

“It is each society's responribifity to inculcale the value of 
learning,*' he condnded. (But) “M b the International conunnn- 
ity's challenge... to help fkimish the means for reform and quality 
educatioo that will sustain mankiod's progress'* World Bank 
News.

BEIRUT — The Leb,inesc army, 
once seen a.s the one institution 
able to rescue the faction-ridden 
country, has itself fallen prey to 
sectarianism. 

Weakened by splits and deser- 
tion among officers and rank- 
and-file soldiers, the army was 
dealt what could he a crippling 
blow on Wednesday when it wa.s 
left with two commanders, one 
Muslim and one Christian. 

Lebanon's Muslim Defence 
Minister Adel Ossciran declared 
vacant the post of army comman- 
der. held by Maronitc Christian 
General Michel Aoun, because 
he had entered politics to head an 
all-Christian military govern- 
ment. 

The minister named Sunni 
Muslim Brigadier Sami A) Khatib 
as temporary commander. 

The war-ravaged country ruled 
by two governments and a crip- 
pled parliament is now left with a 
split army. 

A Muslim military source said 
Khatib's authority would be li- 
mited to five muinIv-Muslim bri- 
g.'ides of around 1^,000 troops. 

Aoun would command about 
15,0U0 men serving in five mostly- 
Christian brigades. 

The first task of Khatib. who 
commanded an Arab deterrent 
force that tried to end factional 
fighting in Lebanon 12 years 
would he in merge ine Muslim 
brigades and strengthen them in 
order to control areas under his 
command, the sources said. 

Lebanon has since September 
been ruled by rival governments, 
one Christian led by Aoun and 
the other mainly-Muslim led by 
acting Prime Minister Selim 
HOS.SI, a Sunni who hc.ided the 
la.st administration that served 
under former President Amin 
Gcmayel. 

The brigades under Khatib's 
command arc located in the 
north, the south, the ca.stem Be- 
kaa Valley, puns of the Lebanese 
mountiains and Beirut. 

Aoun's troops arc stationed in 
the Christian enclave ttorth and 
northeast of the capital. 

The source said 20 per cent of 
Aoun's men were Muslim. His 
five brigades were by far the 
best-trained and equipped troops 
in the army, he added. 

He said the Christians control- 
led tlie air force — a few ageing 
Hawker Hunter jets and more 
than .M) helicopters — the navy, 
tanks and artillery acquired sintt 
the start of the war. 

"The Muslims only have a few 


dozen T-54 tanks supplied by 
Syria and old wcapomy. They 
have received no army-wear, 
equipment or spare parts since 
P76." he added. 

Syria, the main power broker 
in Lebanon has .some 25.000 
troops stationed there. 

The army suffered «ctarian 
splits and mutiny early in Leba- 
non's 13 years of civil war. 

When the civil war broke out in 
1975. there were efforts to keep 
the military from splintering by 
confining the troops to barracks, 
but the attempts failed. 

When battles flared between 
right-wing Christian militias and 
the Palestinians and their leftist 
allies, some army units joined the 


Christians, while the leftists 
formed a separate army. 

A third group chose to remain 
neutral and stayed home. 

After Israel's devastating inva- 
sion of Lebanon in 1982, 
Gcmayel strove to strengthen the 
army by tran.sFonning it into a 
37.d(X)-man force which he hoped 
would be capable of disbanding 
militias and ending foreign 
domination of parts of the. 
country. 

The army embarked on a rigor- 
ous training and re-equipment 
programme under U.S. and 
French instructors. 

Bv the end of 1984. the military 
had' doubled its strength -from 
18,000 troops in 1975 to 36,000 
and acquired new equipment in- 
cluding modernised U.S.-made 
M-48 tanks and 155 MM guns.

Lady Di a 
fait sensation en arborant un en- 
semble Chanel, alors qu’elle est 
nonnalement tenue i s'habiller 
en Angleteire pour ses ddplace- 
ments offidels. Et, pour les edtrd- 
momtt du 11 novembre, on a vu 
pour la premi&re fois depuis 1815 
ddfiler sur les C^amps-Elysdes un 
ddtaefaement des Welsh guards, 
dont le prince est colond, avec 
bonnets k poUs et tuniques rouge.

Point nesiffleras 


H est trte inconvaiaBl de siffler 
en passaid devant une mosqute. 
Ce qui diez les Oeddentaux est 
^onyme de bonne homeur pas- 
en effet chez beaucoup de 
Mus nlmang pouT OH appel au 
Cette inteiprdtation, qui 
□e tiouve aucun fondement drat- 
dans le Coran, est ndamnoins 
coniante. Et le gai siffleur du 
vendr^ qui entonne candide> 
ment Pair du “Pont de la rividre 
KwaT en passant h proximitd 
d'uB Geu de culte se vena fiisiller 
du f^aid conune le serait celui 
pdnhterait dans une dglise en 
ritanhw “Viens Poupoule.” 


Si beaucoup d’argent privd a 
dte investi ces demidres anodes 
dans la constniction de inos- 
quees, on a oublid d’y inettre- 
da go&t, estiment beaucoup 
d*architectes k Amman. Ds se 
referent a ia simplicite des 
pfemiers Ueux de pri6re poor 
hnaginer les mosqudes de de- 
main. Mais les meiUenrs fra- 
vaillent pour I'dtranger. Nul 
n’est propbdte en son pays. 

“Partout est la mosqu^e." Ce 
proverbe musuhnan ne s^uifie 
pas que les mosqu6es sont a tous 
les coins de rue, mais plutdi que 
n'importe quel endroit fait i'af- 
faire, pourvu qu’on y prie. A 
Amman cependant, on serait ten- ' 
le d'utiL'ser la premiere defini- 
uon: depuis une dizaine d'an- 
ndes, la c^itale semble gagnee- 
par une 6piddmie de constniction 
ddvote. Amman a vu tripler son 
pare de mosquees depuis 1980^ 
alors que la population s'accros- 
saii de 20% dans la meme 
periode. On en compte aujour- 
d'bui 435. pour 1,2 millions d'ha- 
bitams, selon le ministdre des 
affaires religieuses. 

Samir Attani, responsable cul- 
turel au minist^re, y volt la con- 
jonction de deux 6l6ments: d'une 
part un renouveau de la foi, 
qu'on observe dans tout le monde 
islamique (les jeunes. en particu- 
lier, redecouvrem la priere) et 
d'autre part I’enrichissement des 
Jordaniens consecutif au boom 
pdtrolier. “Les gens riches, en 
particulier quand ils ont v^cu a 
i'etranmr. ont souvent ressenti 
un malaise du trop-plein matdriel 
et se sont touruds vers la reli- 
gion.” dit-il. Le resultat est visi- 
ble i I’oeil nu: 99% des mosquees 
d* Amman ont 6t6 baties avec des 
fonds privds. Le minist&re de 
I'Awq^ se charge ensuite de 
rdmun6rer le personnel religieux 
et d'assurer I’entretien des bati- 
ments. 

L'Etat encourage du reste ces 
initiatives privdes en exemptant 
le bailleur de fonds d'impdts sur 
les revenus consacr^s ^ la con- 
struction d'une mosqude. 

Les minarets poussent ainsi en 
for^ts dans la capitale, surtout 
dans les quaitiers neu£s surgis du 
desert depuis 1980. Mais I Tin- 
verse des prodiges d'imaginatiOQ 
deployds. dans Ja construction, de 
ibAtiments ;d'habi(at3on. les mos-

qu^es font id figure de parents 
pauvres de Tarchitecture. La 
richesse des matdriaux prime sou- 
vent sur le soud de coherence 
esthedque et culturelle, selon la 
'plupart des archhectes rencon- 
tres. 

Incoherences 

Premier constat, il y a peu de 
grandes mosquees a Amman, 
gamie d'une myriade de lieux de 
cubes aux dimensions rdduites. 
Le codt de construction n'y est 
sans doute pas pour rien; selon 
Zahi Khayyat, qui en a congu 
plusieurs k Amman. Terection 
d'une mosquee revient fadlement 
H 600.000 dinars, voire plus, si 
Ton veut ia parer de marbre et 
autres lambris sculpt6s. Meme 
avec des pretentions plus mod- 
estes, ont peut diffidlement de- 
scendre au-dessous de 100.000 
dinars. Et d ce prix-IA, le lieu 
sacre ressemblera a une maison 
ordinaire fianquee d'un blulbe et 
d’un minaret. 

Jafer Toukan, architecte repu- 
te de la capitale, estime que la 
plupait de ces “mosquees-cham- 
pignons” sont dessin^ en depit 
du boo sens, voire pas dessinees 
du tout: “Certains dooateurs font 
eux-mSmes leurs plans, qu'il fbnt 
ensuite signer pv un arcbitecte, 



moyennant petite enveloppe. Les 
gens ne se rendent pas compte 
qu’il ne suffit pas d'y mettre toute 
sa foi, mais qu’une mosquee 
necessite de Texperieoce et la 
maiirise des materiaux pour res- 
sembler & quelque chose.” 

On ne peut ceitainement pas 
adresser ce reproche k la nouvelle 
mosqude King Abdullah, k Abda- 
li, dont Taudace architecturaje et 
^a rotonde bleu-lspahan ont en- 
glouti la coquette somme de 6 
millions de dinars. Mais Ik, e’est 
TEtat qui paie. Kamal Al-Sharif, 
qui dtait ministre de TAwqaf lors 
du lancement du projet en 1981. 
souligne la nouveaute du concept 
de mosque nationale: “Mis a 
part la mosquee Husseini en bas- 
se-ville, rdnov6e dans sa forme 
actuelle par le roi abdallah dans 
les ann6es 40, Amman n'avait pas 
de lieu de culte'prestigieux com- 
Bie en dtaient dotdes Damas ou 
Bagdad. Avant 1967, Al Aqsa k 
Jerusalem jouait ce role. Mais 
Toccupation isradlienne nous a 
coupd de ce monument histori- 
que. Nous avons done voulu don- 
ner k Amman sa mosqo6e-sym- 
bole, qui pone le nom du fon- 
dateur du Royaume.” Ses plans 
ont ivt choisis par concours par- 
mi les projets de treize 
architectes. 

L'ouverture de la mo^uee. 
jprfviie uufialementle 31 octobre, 
a 6t6 retardde jusqu'au 7 avril, 
premier jour du Ramadan. Mais 
d' ores et d£jk. les vues a6riennes 
t616vis6es de la capitale privild- 
gient son dome, comma on s'at- 
tarde k Paris sur la Tour Eiffel. 
Avec 35 m de haut. il est le plus 
dev£ de tout le Proefae-Orient (10 
m de plus que le ddme dord d’Ai 
Aqsa). Jan Cejka, architecte 
triidque auteur du monument, 
s'est d'ailleurs inspire du lieu 
saint de Jerusalem en dessinant 
King Abdallah. Le complexe io- 
dut egalemeot ue dcole corani- 
que un centre culture! islamique. 


une bibliotheque et trois salles de 
conferences dont la plus grande 
peut acceuillir 400 personnes. 

“Nous voulons que cette mos- 
quee, au-dela d'un lieu de pridre, 
soil aussi un lieu de vie, un centre 
de debats et d'instruction; nous 
voulons rdaffirmer le role social 
de la mosquee". dit Kama] Al- 
Sharif. Une fonction egalement 
chkre au coeur des architectes. 
Rasem Badran, Jordanien laureat 
du concours pour la grande mos- 
quee de Bagdad, estime que la 
mosquee Husseini, en basse viile, 
est a cet egard un exemple k 
suivre. “Au centre de la ville, elle 
est aussi au centre de la vie. C'est 
autour d'elle que s'organisent 
magasins et souks: c'est sur son 
esplanade que Ton se donne ren- 
du-vous et que Ton discute". 
Mieux encore: elle est une plaque 
toumante des travailleurs jouma- 
liers en qu^e d’un emploi. 

Quel quartier? 

Poursuivant son id6e, Rasem 
Badran reste perplexe quant au 
lieu choisi pour bStir la mosqude 
King Abdallah. “Elle a 6t6 con- 
stniite au milieu d'un quartier d' 
affaires ei de ministdres, k deux 
pas du Earlement. Tout le con- 
trtdre d’un lieu de passage popu- 
laire. Four y aller. il faudra 
voir le d6tour. Elle est excentr6e, 
alors qu'il aurait fallu I’implanter 
au coeur du tissu urbain". Selon 
lui, le souci de prestige Ta empor- 
td sur la fonction sociale de la 
mosqude. D confie avoir rencon- 
tre le meme inconvenient en con- 
cevant la grande mosquee de 
Bagdad, situde a Textefrieur de ia 
villa. Et il cite en cootre-exemple 
les mosquees historiques du 
Caire, ench&ssees au coeur des 
souks, bumaines et toujours lieux 
de passage malgre leur 
architecture momumentale.

Muezzins du bout des ondes 


n est bien fini, le temps oii cinq 
fbis par jour, le muesin appe- 
lait les fidkles k la pridre du 
haut de son minaret. Depuis 
longtemps, sa voix est ampli- 
fiee et diffusee par un haut- 
puleur fixe au sommet du 
minaret. Oil encore, on rem- 
piacc le muezzin par un eo 
regjstrement sur bande. Mais il 
y a mieux: depuis dix ans k 
Amman, la plupait des mos- 
qudes sont relieas par les ondes 
k la grande mosqude Abu- 
Darwish d’Ashrafieb, situde au 
sommet d’une coUine. Elle est 
equipee d’un studio et d'un 
emetteur radio qui, dnq fois 
par jour, diffuse les appels k la 


prikre lues au micro par le 
muezzin-speaker. 

Ainsi, en principe, toutes les 
mosquees dtffusent au mfime 
moment la meme emisrion. ce 
qui evite les cacophonies. Mais 
il arrive que certains muezzins, 
dont la mission est d'“allumer 
le poste” au bon moment, oub- 
lient de le faire k temps. Dans 
ce cas. its teiephonent k Ashra- 
fieh et demandent une reemis- 
sion. avec cinq minutes de 
decalage. Eo avril prodiain, la 
mo^uee King Abdallah de- 
vrait remplacer la mosquee 
Abu-Darwish dans cette fonc- 
tion emettrice. 


Au total, Rasem Badran pense 
qu'on peut difOeflemeDt marier ie 
triomphalisme d'une mosquee 
“de prestige" et le depouiUement 
bumble enseigne par Ie Coran. 
Prefkrant la sobriete des mos- 
quees du Golfe k la riche ome- 
mentation de celles d'A^que du 
Nord ou de Damas, il insiste sur 
ce point: “Cest a Dieu qu'on 
s'addresse en priani, la mosquee 
n’est qu’un vecteur, qui doit se 
faire discret pour ne pas detour- 
oer Tattennon de Tessentiel. II 
vaut mieux investir de Targeot 
dans une dcole que dans la 
decoration d’une mosquee." 

Sacrilege? Rasem Badran 
appuie son point de vue sur Tex- 
emple de la premiere mosquee de 
Thistotre. k Medine, utilisee par 
le prophete. II s'agissait d’une 
simple enceinte rectangulaire 
couvezte d'un auvent i une ex- 
tremite. Et il rappelle cette anec- 
dote dont il fut le temoin lors 
d'une ceremonie officielle dans le 
stade de Riyad: “Vers 22h00, 
I'heure de la priere est venue; les 
spectateurs sont alors tout sim- 
plement descendus des gradins 
pour prier au centre du stade, par 
milliers." Simplicity et horizonta- 
lity sont les lignes direarices de la 
prikre. 

En ce sens, Akram Abu-Ham- 
dan, architecte, conteste la verti- 
cality systdmatique des mosqudes 
d’ Amman. rir6es vers le haut par 
leurs bulbes et leurs minarets. 
Celle qu'il conscruit actuellement 
k Jeddah (Arable saoudite) est 
iythm6e par les lignes horizon- 
tales, “car c'est en ligne que Ton 
prie, dans un esprit ygalitaire.” 
Sa mosqude, k Tinverse des biti- 
ments compacts recontrys k et Ik, 
est ouverte sur Textyrieur par une 
plaza, qu'il veut lieu de recontre, 
fadlement i^nytrable depuis la 
rue. Et le minaret, court paralld- 
lypipyde de verre, est ryduit k son 
expression la plus symbolique. 
On respire. 

A bas les minar ets 

Mais quid de la tradition? 
Akram Abu-Hamdan sourit. 
“Depuis la mosquye de Mydine, 
la tradition islamique est foite 
‘d’une collection d'influences: le 
bulbe est inspiry des yglises 
byzwtines. symbolisant le toft de 
Timivers. La rotonde d’Al Aqsa 
elie-mSme est hyritye de Tai^ 
diitecmre romaioe. Les ddmes 
ont yty gynyralisys par Sinan le 
ma^fique (Turquie, 16kme sik- 
cle), qui subissait Tinfluence du 
^gantisme des cahtydrales chr^ 
tiennes. Tous ces tofts roods 
n'ont pas vraiment de raison d'e- 
tre: ils suggkrent la centrality, 
alors que la diiectioonality vers La 
Mecque est Teiymeot le plus im- 
portant d'une mosquye. Et 
qu’est-ce qu'une tradition si elle 
n'est pas enrichie d'iddes 
nouvelles?”. 

Aucune mosquee d’ Amman ne 
trouve grace aux yeux de cet 
architecte fiituriste. “Avec autant 
d'argent investi, on devrait avoir 
construit plusieurs chef- 
d’oeuvres. Mais non. On empile 
un ddme et un minaret, et le tour 
est jouy”. U souGgne du reste la 
dymesure de ces minarets par 
rapport k la taille des bktiinents, 
comme si leur hauteur ytait 
proportionnelle k la foi du con- 
stnicteur. Alors que Tusage des 
micros, selon lui, les rend prati- 
quement caducs. Tel n’est pas 
Tavis de Zahi Khayyat, qui met 
Taccent sur la fonction visueUe, et 
non seulement auditive, des 
minarets. “Ok qu’on se trouve 
dans la ville, il est bon de pouvoir 
au premier coup d'oeil loraliser la 
mo^uye la plus proche, quand 
on veut prier", dit-il. Mais aprks 
tout, “la mosqude est partout” et 
peu importe Tendroit, pourvu 
que Ton y prie...

Distribution de badges, cano- 
tiers k rubans, murs pavoisys aux 
.couleurs de Tonde Sam et autres 
ballons de baudmebe: toute Tat- 
mosi^kre d'une kermesse dlec- 
toiale k Tamyricaine a 6ty recon- 
stitu^ dans la salle de projec- 
trion du centre. Ambiance de 
f6te: m^me la sycurity esi re- 
Ikchde k Tentrye et les fouilles 
habitueUes pour une fbis oub- 
Uyes. On se presse autour du 
buffet garni de petits gkteaux et 
de cafe — la nuit sera longue. 
Dans la salle. des jonrnalistes, 
quelques diplomates, mais surt- 
ont beaucoup de Jordaniens con- 
tre trks peu d’Amyricains, qui ont 


pryfory Tester chez eux. L’atmos- 
phkre est du reste bien enfum6e, 
signe de Tabsence des premiers 
intyress6s... 

On est vena par curiosity, poor 
boire un cafy, manger un p^t 
four, discuter un p>eu pKiliti-' 
que...ytrangyre, en attendut de 
savoir qui les Amyricains vont 
choisir pour “gouvemer le 
monde.’* 

En dybut de soirde, une confyr- 
ence-ddbat sur le thkme: “une 
perspective jordanienne des yieo 
tions amyricaines.” Les interve- 
nants; Taysser Ammari, fon- 
dateur et directeur de Thdpital 
Ibn Sina, Suheil Matalka du 
ministdre de I’infonnation et 
Faycal Al-Fayez, numyro deux 
du protocole au Palais royal. Us 
ont yty invitys aux Etats-Ums 
pour suivre one partie de la cam- 
pagne yiectorale dan^ plusieurs 
Etats, et donnent leurs impress- 
ions. 

“Uo regard loache** 

On donne ses avis, on discute k 
bktons FOmpus. Les rares Amyri- 
cains prysents essuient les criti- 
ques qui fiisent sur la poGtique 
amdricaine au Proche-Orient. 



Les Jordaniens, qui ejqpriment 
librement leurs .craintes et leurs 
espoirs, semblent majoritaire- 
meot ffivorables k une rictoire de 
George Bush. Car il ressort 
dairement des opinions expri- 
m^ qu’aucun Jordanien prdsent 
ne poite Michael Dukakis dans 
son coeur. D'abord, “sa femme 
est juive”; ensuite, “il manque 
trop d'ex^rience en politique 
ytraogkre," “il veut faire de Jyru- 
saiem la capitale d’Israel" et pour 


conclure, “il a un drdle de regard, 
pas net.” 

Une fbis assynye cette analyse 
cmglante de la dissymytrie sourd- 
Gaire du cancUdat dymocrate, on 
examine avec beaucoup plus d’in- 
dulgence le cas Bush. Il a meme 
droit k des compGments pour sa 
maltrise de la politique ex- 
tyrieure, sa connaissance des 
problkmes proche-orientaux. 
Bref, si Ton votait dans cette saUe 
de projection d'Amman, Bush 


serait pldbiscity par les Jorda- 
nieos... 

Toutefbis, deux courtes remar- 
ques ffeinent un peu cet dpanche- 
ment pro-rypubUcain, ryveiUant 
i’inqujytude latente des Arabes 
vis-k-vis de la paix dans la region; 
“Pourquoi nous intdressons-nous 
k ces elections? Nous savons que 
quel qne soit le vainqueur, cela 
ne chaagera rien k la situation 
dans notre rygion, k savoir: un 
soutien solide des Amyricains aux 
Tsrayiiens et peu d’aide aux 
Arabes; rien ne va dianger. ” 
L'intervention jette un firoid. 

Plus tard dans la nuit, Texdta- 
dou fait place aux bkillements. Le 
public se dairskme, on regarde 
d’un oeil vitreux la retransmission 
de la soir6e yiectorale de la 
chaine ABC sur grand ycran. Le 
va-et-vient des curieux $e fait plus 
discret. Mais le caff est toujours 
chaud. Et k 2b00 dn mada, quand 
tombent les premiers r^tats sur 
six Etats — 78 voix pour Bush 
contre zyro k son adversaire 
Tassistance ne bronche pas. Etait- 
ce Tindiffyreoce? Ou alors le cafo 
ytait trop lyger... trks amyricain.

Bush advocates lower dollar 


NEW YORK (R) ^ U.S. officials soi^ht Friday to 
dispel an impression in the foreign exchwge markets 
that the incoming Bush administration would toler- 
ate a lower dollar to repair the nation’s trade 
oerformance. 


But foreign exchange traders 
said the effort came too late to 
check the dollar's slide to 10- 
month lows against the yen. and 
one dealer predicted the dollar 
would test no yen next week. 

Commerce Secretary William 
V'ericy said in Washington chat 
the dollar's current exchange 
value was fair, while in London. 
Treasury Undcrsecrcta^ Geo^ 
Gould 'said the administration 
hud no interest in seeing a weaker 
dollar. 


The remarks appeared aimed 
at undoing the damage to the 
dollar caused earlier in the week 
when Martin Feldstein. a Bush 
adviser, said the current needed 
to fall at least 20 per cent in the 
next three years if the United 
States was to balance its trade 
account. 

Gould said Feldstein. former 
chief of Reagan's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, has expressed 
this view for some time. 

“I must emphasise that we. as a 
matter of policy, have no interest 
in seeing the dollar lower." he 
said. 

In the past week, however. 
Feldstein has been joined by 
other influential economists, such 
as C. Freg Ber^ten of the Insti- 
tute for International Economists 
in Washington, who concurred 


that the U.S. trade defleit will not 
shrink much under current condi- 
tions. 

The offleiafs' disavowal “comes 
too late to change sentiment," 
said a dealer with a big U.S. 
bank. 

Since Wednesday, the dollar 
has tumbled from 125.73 yen to 
122.85 at Friday's close in New 
York, and has lost more than five 
pfennigs against the Deutsche- 
marks to 1.7375. 

The currency had slipped as 
low as 122.35 yen and 1.7310 
marks in Europe, but edged 
slightly higher in New York as 
dealers squared their positions 
ahead of the weekend. 

One dealer predicted that “the 
market will test 120 yen and 
1.7250 marks next week." That 
would push the U.S. current 
below its record low of 120.45 yen 
hit last ian. 4. 

On strictly technicai oonsidera- 
tions. the dollar has been over- 
sold, said Tony Mathers, an offi- 
cial with Wespac Bank in Lon- 
don, but he said the market was 
feeUng so negative about the dol- 
lar now that it was ignoring the 
charts. 

The currency has been weighed 
down by a number of factors: 
Concern that President-elect 
George Bush would tolerate a 
lower dollar, doubts whether he 


Cairns Group urges 
[reform to world 
agricultural trade 


TiUDAPEST (R) — The 14-na- 
tion Cairns Group urged the Un- 
ited States and European Com- 
munity Saturday to agree im- 
mediate steps to reform agricultu- 
ral trade at a major GA'TT meet- 
ing in Montreal next month. 

"The time for rhetoric is over," 
.Australian Trade Negotiations 
Minister Michael Dufly' told a 
neivs conference after a three-day 
ministerial meeting of the group, 
which accounts for a quarter of 
world farm exports. 

"It's about time they did what 
they are saying should be done." 
he said. 

The group was formed in 1986 
CO fight U.S and European Com- 
munity farm subsidy policies 
which critics say harm other a^- 
cultural exporters by depressing 
market prices. 

Hungarian leader Karoly 
Grosz told the meeting Hungary 
lost between S200 and S250 mil- 
lion a year because world market 
prices were distorted by export 
subsidies. 

The Budapest talks were held 
to agree strategy before the Mon- 
treal meeting of the 105-nation 
General Agreement on Tariff^s 


and 1 rade (GATT). The Decem- 
ber meeting is a mid-term review 
■ia the so-t^ed Uruguay Round 
of GATT talks. 

The Cairns Group called in a 
statement for agreement in Mon- 
treal on an immediate freeze, 
followed by cutbacks, of trade- 
disioitinc support and protection. 

“(This) would help consolidate 
and extend recent improvements 
in world markets," it said.

“While providing welcome re- 
lief to farmers, some govern- 
ments have seen these develop- 
ments as diminishing the urgency 
to seriously tabkle a^cultural 
trade problems," it said.

Meanwhile economists ajid 
lawmakers said that Bush must 
make his mark early on reducing 
the U.S. budget cfeficit or risk 
facing an economic crisis in the 
first year of his presiden^. 

Bush promised during his cam- 
paign to make reducing the 
budget deficit a top priority in his 
administration but provided few 
detaib on how he Wi'ould cut the 
red ink. 

Bush had been the choice of 
the business community but trad- 
ers worry whether Bush would be 
able to deliver on his prt^ise to 
reduce the deficit witlrout raising 
taxes. 

“Financial markets don't really 


care about how ro reduce the 
deficit, they just want to know 
the government is earnest in get- 
ting the deficit down." economist 
Murray Weidenbaum said in an 

interview. 

"There are a lot of jittery 
people in the financial markets," 
he added. Weidenbaum, of 
Washington University in St. 
Louis, was formerly chairman of 
President Reagan's Council of 
Economic Advisers. 

Feldstein warned last week that 
interest rates could rise sharply if 
Bush failed to get grips the 
deficit in his tet six months in 
office. 

Another economist said the 
markets would reqrond poritively 
to the illusion of action early ia 
the Bush president but would 
expect subkance to follow. 

At his first news conference. 
Bush renewed his oft-repeated 
campaign vow. “read my lips, no 
new taxes." 


Democratic and Republican 
congressional leaders said this 
pled^ could make his efforts at 
early compromise with Congress 
difficult. 

“I don't know if any Democrat 
would join in a tax increase," 
Senator Bill Bradley, a New 
Jersey Democrat and key player 
in tax and budget talks said. 

Senate Republican leader 
Robert Dole of Kansas said 
Bush's anti-tax stance may not 
include higher federal excise 
taxes on petrol, alcohol and 
tobacco or fees for government 
services. 

The cornerstone of Bush's 
budget plan, the flexible freeze, 
would hold spending increases to 
the rate of inflation while in- 
creases in tax revenues brought 
on by economic growth would 
solve the deficit problem. He has 
also pledged to leave soda] secur- 
ity retirement payments un- 
touched. 


Riyadh denies riyal devaluation 


BAHRAIN (R) — Saudi Arabia 
Saturday reconfirmed it had no 
plans to devalue its currency, 
disoussing speculation about such 
a move as baseless. 

The Saudi Press Agency 
(SPA), quoting an official source, 
denied Saudi Arabia was to 
blame for volatility in the interna- 
tional oil markets. 

The source said Saudi Arabia 
maintained that the volatility re- 


sulted from the failure of other 
members of the Oiganisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) to adtere to production 
quotas agreed by the 13-metnber 
group. 

The source was reacting to 
Reuter reports that Saudi prMuc- 
tion in O^ober bad risen above 
its OPEC Quota of 4.3 million 
barrels per day and that finandal 
markets were speculating on a 


devaluation against the UTs. dol- 
lar to boost the domestic value of 
oil revenues. 


Interest rates in the Saudi riyal 
market fell in reaction to the SPA 
report ruliqg out a devaluation. 

The agenqr quoted the source 
as saying Saudi Arabia wanted to 
set the record straig ht because 
the rq)ort5 and speculation were 
harming its economic interests. 


Norway quells crown rumours 


OSLO (R) — Norwegian Finance 
Minister Gunnar Berge has 
quashed rumours that ^o in- 
tends to devalue the crown — a 
rumour that was partly responsi- 
ble for depressing the nation's 
currency last u^k. 

"That is ridiculous and abso- 
lutely not the case," Berge told 
the daily Stavanger Aftenbladet 
^turday. 

State television reported the 
central bank bought five billion 
crowns (S760 million) in currency 


intervention Friday to bolster tbe 
cuirenc^. It gave no sources for 
its report. 

Foreign exdiange dealers told 
Reuters Friday crown had 
fallen sharply in a trade-weighted 
basket of 14 currencies and the 
centnd bank bad bought large 
amounts of crowns untfa other 
currencies. 

They said the crown's fall was 
partly because of problems within 
Norway's oil-bas^ economy but 
there had also been rumours of a 


devaluation. 


Norway last devalued the 
croum in &e spring of 1986 — by 
12 per cent when a collapse in 
the price for its North Sea oil 
threatened to create a major eco- 
nomic recession 


Labour Prime Minister Gro 
Harlem Bnindtland said then 
there would be only one devalua- 
tion and Norway would sutee- 
quently solve its economic pro^ 
lems by other means. 


Ethiopia pushes investment reform 


ADDIS ABABA (AP) — The 
nili:^ Marxist Workers' Party of 
Ethiopia has lifted one million 
birr (S2S0.IXX)) cetUng previously 
imposed on private investment as 
one of the moves to revive the 
country's sluggish economy. 

The party's Central Committee 
Friday announced the decision 
after five days of debate, includ- 
ing discussions of a lengthy report 
President Mengistu Haile 
Mariam presented. 

The 302-page report, which 
look Mengistu four hours to read 
Monday, painted a gloomy pic- 
ture of the country's &viet-styled 
and centrally-controlled eco- 
nomy. 

The committee's resolution to 
abolish the investment ceiling, 
singled out agriculture and lives- 
tock development as areas pri- 
vate investment might be directed 
into. 

Mengistu, in his Monday 
speech however, included hotels 


and industry as areas where pri- 
vate investors could participate, 
jointly with tbe gov^ment. 

“Although this maybe new to 
us, socialist ooontries have laun- 
ched joint ventures which have 
proved successful," he said. 

Tbe committee also urged the 
govemmem's Central Planning 
Authority to come up with prop- 
osals of the future role of the 
private sector in tbe economy. It 
also called for a clear indication 
of the products to be handled by 
the private sector in the country's 
retail trade, currently a state 
monopoly. 

The committee expressed the 
need for establishing heavy indus- 
tries in order to reduce the coun- 
try's depentfonce on foreign sup- 
pliers for machinery and spare 
pans. 

However, the committee noted 
that agriculture remained the 
country’s economic base, and 
said state farms and cooperatives 


needed increased finandal sup-, 
port and managerial training for 
their employees. 

Mcn^tu's report enumerated 
Ethiofna's problems and urged 
self-reliance. 

He said agriculture, which pro- 
vides 65 per cent of the country's 
gross domestic product and 90 
per cent of employment, had 
maintained a 0.4 per cent nega- 
tive growth rate in the past four 
years. 

Ethiopia's military spending, 
Mengistu said, had increased by 
an annual average of 19 per cent 
since the military ousted emperor 
Haile Selassie 14 years ago, and 
was expected to consume 50 per 
cent of this year's three billion 
birr (S].2-millioo> budget. 

Mengistu also said Ethiopia 
could no longer expect “large 
scale assistance" from socialist 
countries because "they are now 
engaged in a reconstniction of 
their own." 


Soviet worker assails officials’ privileges 


MOSCOW (R) — Top people in 
the Soviet Union get their 
fovourite cars on the cheap, a 
worker at tbe Gorky faaory 
which makes the sleek black 
Chaika iimoasioe complained 
Friday. 

in an outburst of proletarian 
anger at official privilege, fitter S. 
Barabashin said production costs 
of each of the 150 Chaikas tbe 
Volga River factory assembles a 
•year were 34,000 roubles, or 
*$54,400. 

But they were sold ~ largely to 
ministers, Conununist Party and 
state organisations — at an offi- 
dal price of only 28.000 roubles 


($44,800). Barabashin said in an 
article in tbe daily Socialist In- 
dustry. 

“As a result, our factory which 
is supposed to be self-financing 
loses one miilioa roubles ($1.6 
mUlkm) a year, whkfa wc have to 
pay out of our pockets," he 
added. 

“This has been going on for 
decades. Earlier, we kept quiet 
about it, but we can't any longer. 
We have to count every kopek, 
but at the same time the plant is 
tiirowing a million roubles into 
the wind every year. Where is the 
justice?" 

Barabashin said be kept a close 


watch on the Chaikas in Corky 
and more often than not their 
passengers were “ladies, elderly 
people or youths, probably rela- 
tives of highly-placed persons 
who arc themselves at work." 

“1 can foresee the reaction 
from the owners of personal 
Chaikas — ‘my car is for repre- 
sentational purposes*. That may 
be the case, and perhafK top 
leaders need their own transport. 
Maybe they even need a private 
aeroplane." he said. 

“But T am not prepared to pay 
for what I am sure is yet anoUicr 
unnecessary luxury for them out 
of my own pocket," he added. 


Japan set to take strong 
role on Third World debt

TOKYO (R) — The next Amer- 
ican president have to deal with a 
more forceful Japan on the thor-. 
ny problem of Third World debt. 

^nior Japanese officials and 
bankers have made dear that 
they do not believe a U.S. plan to 
help debt-ridden developing na- 
tions is working. 

“We see the situation as very 
serious," said Koji Kashiwaya, 
deputy director general at the 
finance ministry. 

Washington can ill afford to 
ignore Tokyo's advice on the debt 
question because Japan is the 
world's biggest creditor. 

As such, it is increasingly being 
put on the spot by developing 
nations looking for money to 
solve their economic problems.

The U.S. plan, fashioned by 
former U.S. treasury secretary 
James Baker, calls for leading 
nations, multilateral organisa- 
tions and banks to lend more 
money to indebted countries 
winch put their economies in 
order. 

According to Japanese offi- 
cials, the plan's Achilles heel is 
the failure of commercial banks 
to come up with extra money for 
deserving nations. 

Bank of Tokyo Chairman 
Yusuke Xasbiwagi told foreign 
journalists last month that 
Japanese banks will refuse to give 


any more money to 
ridden Third World unless major 
nations act to make those loans 
more attractive. 

“Without some CTcdit cnhmcc- 
ment, how can you get private 
banks to lend more money? 
Kashiwagi asked. "I am furious 
about the matter." 

Multilateral development 
banks have also been slow in 
extending new money to the 
TTiiwl World. Kashiwaya said. 

“Wc definitely need the sup- 
port of other donor countries to 
help fill the gap caused by private 
tmnlts and multilateral develop- 
ment banks." Kashiwaya told 
Reuters in an interview. 

Japan's answer to the problem 
is the so-called Miyazawa injtia- 
tive, named after Finance Minis- 
ter Kiichi Miyazawa. It calls for 
developing countries to swap 
bonds for some of their commer- 
cial bank debt on a one-for-one 
basis. 

Tbe interest rate on the bonds 
would guaranteed by a trust 
fund made up of developing na- 
tions' foreign currency reserves 
and administred by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IN^. 

Contrary to expectations, 
however, Japan played down the 
proposal at tbe recent IMF/World 
Bank annual meeting in West 
Berlin. 

Kashiwaya said Japan decided 
against trumpeting its proposal in 
West Berlin for fear this would 
foster jealousy of its growing eco- 


nomic povrer and antagonism fo. 
y;^d the plan itself. 

Some delegates speculated. 
U.S. opposition to the Japanese; 
idea also played a part in Tokyo's ; 
decision not to push it more, 
strongly, though Kashiwaya ^ ; 
such opposition was not so cer- ! 
tain. 

In what some in West Beilin ■ 
saw as 3 swipe at the Japanese ! 
proposal. U.S. Treasury Sectei-; 
arv Nicholas Brady warned- 
against any plans for solving the • 
Third World debt crisis 1^ trans- * 
ferring risk from private banks lo ' 
governments. 

“Such a bail-out aigumeni ^ • 
nonsense." Kashiwaya said. 

By allowing U.S. banks to 
write off some of tbe develo|:^ 
country debt to them aga^ 
taxes, the Reagan adminisiraiibn 
is already providing the buks 
with some sort of debt rcBef at 
the expense of the public sector. 

“That is also a bail-out," 
Kashiwaya said.

LONDON (R) — Britain's soccer 
booUgans may be to blame for the 
poor showing by the En^and 
team in tbe European Cham- 
pionship in West (jermany last 
June, the European Football Un- 
ion (UEFA) said.

the satisfection of receiving the 
publicity which they seek.” 


NEW YORK (AP) — 
Heavyweight champion Mike 
Tyson and his actress-wife Itobin 
Givens failed to reach a divorce 
agreement in a Las Vegas meet- 
ing last weekend, but a split of 
tbe couple’s finances should be 
finalised tiiis month, her lawyer 
said Friday.

Donny Lalonde fi^t was the last 
face-to-face meeting the couple 
will have before tbe divorce goes 
through, promised attorney 
Raoul Lionel Felder.

Estonians pursue sovereignty 


‘MOSCOW (Agencies) — An emergency parliamen- 
tary session in the Soviet Republic of Estonia is to be 
urged to ‘ 'declare the sovereignty of the Estonian 
people’” and demand a veto right on Soviet legisla- 
tion, sources in the republic said Saturday. 


The agenda for Wednesday's 
session, drawn up hy a constitu- 
tional commission under Esto- 
nian President Arnold Ruutel. 
also calls on deputies to reject 


controversial changes planned by 
the Kremlin (o the Soviet con- 


the Kremlin (o the Soviet con- 
stitution. 

The .igenda's contents were 
disclosed by a member of the 
commission. Edgar Savisaar. dur- 
ing u discussion programme on 
E.ctonian television Friday night. 


the sources, quoted by Reuters, 
said. 

Savisaar spoke only hours after 
Viktor Chebrikov. a member of 
the ruling Soviet Politburo, 
warned Estonians not to go too 
far in their independence drive. 

“You can achieve sovereignty 
but you can lose everything ebe.*' 
Chebrikov warned factoiy work- 
ers in the Eivtonian capital Tal- 
linn, in a speech broadcast on the 
republic's radio. "You cannot de- 


part from the reality that has 
arisen around us." 

Chebrikov. a former head of 
the KGB security police who 
since September has headed a 
new Communist Party Legal 
Affairs Commission, w-as sent to 
Estonia in response to mass un- 
rest over the Kremlin’s draft 
proposals that Estonians fear 
would tighten control by 
Moscow. 

Savisaar. who is a leading 
member of the republic's power- 
ful popular front mass mov’e- 
ment. said; 

Lithuanian radio reported 
Siyunkov faced protest pickets 
sparked off by the “evident short- 
comings." of the planned changes 
when he arrived in the Lithuanian 


capital. Vilnius. 

The Estonian popular front 
and sister movements in the other 
two republics have emerged as 
powerful forces in recent months 
demanding more autonomy for 
the republics, independent until 
they were absort^d into the 
Soviet Union in 1940.

Late Friday, however, the Cen- 
tral Committee announced it 
would hold a special plenary 
meeting in mid-1989 to overhaul 
party policy on dealing with the 
country's more than 100 ethnic 
groups. 

Gorbachev first spoke in 


February of holding such a ple- 
num after Armenia and Azerbai- 
jan, two Soviet republics in the 
Caucasus, split over a territorial 
dispute. 

The meeting will seek to de- 
lineate more precisely the respon- 
sibilities of the Moscow govern- 
ment from those of Estonia.

Polish police quell

WARS.AW (R) — Riot police 
beat marchers uith batons and

5.000 people in the Polish port of 
Gdan.sk late Fnday. opposition 
sources said. 

Police dispersed rallies on the 
70th anniversars' of Poland's in- 
dependence in the western city of 
Poznan and in Katowice in the 
south and at least one woman was 
taken to hospital, the sources 
said. 

About 15.0IX) people marched 
unhindered through Warsaw 
chanting anti-government slogans 
and singing hccdom songs car- 
rying banners supporting the ban- 
ned ^lidurity trade union. Police 
prevented a later march by about 

1.000 youths. 

Marches and rallies elsewhere, 
including gatherings of 10.000 in 
the southern cities of Krakow and 
Wroclaw, pa.ssed off peacefully, 
the sources said. 

In Gdansk, where Solidarity 
was bom amid strikes there in 
1^$U. police wearing helmets and 
wielding long white batons 
moved in on ’ the crowd after 


youths threw stones at them. 

The official news agency PAP 
said the youths tore up paving 
stones, set fire to garbage bins 
and threw .stones at police. 

It did not .say if the police had 
made any arrests or if anyone had 
been hurt. 

The crowd marched after a 
mass at Saint Mary's Basilica 
Church on the anniversary of 
Poland's re-emergence as an in- 
dependent state after 123 years of 
subjugation to Austria, Prussia 
and Russia. 

In Katowice, police drove vans 
into a crowd of about 1 .000 peo- 
ple to disperse a rally. One 
woman was hit by a police van 
and taken to hospital. Solidarity 
sources said. 

Police also dispersed crowds in 
Poznan and there were some minor 
clashes, the opposition sources 
said. It was not clear if anyone 
was arrested or hurt. 

In Warsaw, marchers chanted 
“We want Lech not Wojciech" in 
support of Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa and against Poland's com- 
munist leader General Wojciech 
Jaruzeiski.

Mystery surrounds 
Haiti colonel’s death 


MANILA (AP) — The Philip- 
pines death toll from three recent 
stonns rose Friday to 670 as 
authorities feared up to 600 peo- 
ple were swept away by flooding 
and landslides on Palawan Island 
alone. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE. Haiti (AP) 
— Colonel Jean-Claude Paul, 
one of Haiti's most powerful and 
feared army commanders, re- 
portedly once boasted that for 
SIOO. “I can have anyone 1 want 
bumped off." 

Paul died Sunday after drink- 
ing a bowl of soup. Friends, 
police and medical sources sus- 
pect he W.1S poisoned, but radio 
reports said he had a heart attack. 

He was buried Thursday out- 
side his modest home on the 
ouLskirts of Port-au-Prince. The 
coffin was buried face down be- 
cause when foul play is suspected. 
Haitian voodoo customs say the 
death will be avenged within a 
week. 

Political analysts say one 
hypothesis is that Pauls death 
w.i.>, related to drug trafficking. 
Another theory was that he may 
have been knocked off for politic- 
al reas«>ns. 

P.iul had many enemies — and 
also manv followers. 


Known to pay out of own 
’pockets to keep fus men happy, 
the 29-year career army veteran 
could be generous. 

“His handouts may have come 
from narcotics traffic but his men 
saw him as a father." said a 
well-known political analyst, who 
asked not to be identified. 

In March, a Miami federal 
grand jury indicted Paul on three 
counts of drug conspiracy. The 
indictment said Paul used a pri- 
vate airstrip for drug runs. 
Efforts to bring him to trial were 
futile because the United States 
has no extradition treaty with 
Haiti. 

But the charges put a damper 
on relations with the U.S. gov- 
ernment. which has refused to 
resume $70 million in aid sus- 
pended after an election-day mas- 
sacre in November 1 987. In a bid 
to renew the aid. the new govern- 
ment of Lieutenant General Pros- 
per Avrit forced Paul to retire in 
September. 


The Philippine Red Cros.s said 
reports reaching (he capital indi- 
cated at least 75 people were 
killed by widespread fioming and 
landslides on the remote island. 
400 kilometres southwest of 
Manila. 


Red Cross official Lourdes 
Masing said the island was hit 


hard by floods and mudslides 
triggered by rains from tropical 
stoim Tess last weekend and by 
typhoon Skip early this week. 

Before Tess and Skip, typhoon 
Rubv battered the country Oct. 
24-25. 

The Office of Civil Defence on 
Palawan Island said landslides 
and floods bit last Friday and 
Saturday. 

“We heard about the floods 
Nov. 6, but it was not only until 
yesterday that the reports of the 
deaths started coming,'* said Tito 
Larrosa, Palawan civil defence 
coordinator. 


Palawan, known as the Philip- 
pines' “last frontier" because of 
its mountain and jungle cover, is 
isolated from Che rest of (he 
country with the exception of its 
provincial capital, Puerto Prin- 
cesa. 

Communications are virtually 
non-existent between towns on 
Palawan, and until Friday's re- 
ports. authorities had reported 
only II deaths from Tess. 

Larrosa said among (he hardest 
hit of Palawan's towns was Rizal, 
where 23 people were killed by 
mountain torrenu of mud and 
water. 


Controversy stirs over U.S. 
interference in Canada polls 


OTTAWA (R) — President 
Reagan's decision to speak out 
next week in support of the prop- 
osed Canada-U.S. free trade 
agreement has touched off a con- 
troversy over U.S. interference in 
Canada's Nov. 21 federal elec- 
tion. 


Although the speech could 
help Prime Minister Brian Mul- 
roney's efforts to win a second 
term for his Consen-ative govern- 


ment. opponents also say the 
move could backfire. 

The Conservatives and opposi- 
tion liberals, who have vowed to 
tear up the agreement if they are 
elected, ore running neck-ond- 
neck according to three recent 
opinion polls. 

The trade agreement, the cen- 
tral issue in the campaign, is 
strongly suppiuted by Reagan 
and the deal has aircadv cleared 


all lcgi.slativc hurdles in (he Un- 
ited States. 

But it will only he implemented 
as scheduled Jan. 1 if the Mul- 
roncy government wins a 
majority. 

^'hiie House spokesman Mar- 
lin Fitzwatcr said Thursday that 
Reagan would come to the de- 
fence of the agreement as part of 
a major speech on international 
trade policy. 


FAISALABAD. Pakistan (R) — 
Benazir Bhutto has put on a 
powerful display of clectnr.*il 
strength, drawing massive crowds 
at emotional rallies on a final 
campaign push through central 
Piikistan. 

Garlanded and showered with 
rose petals. Bhutto took the stage 
11 hours late at a rally of more 
than UXl.fXIO people at 1 a.m. 
Saturday (20U0 G^^ Friday) and 
drew a thunderous roar of 
approval with a wave of her hand. 

The crowd at Faisalabad had 
waited in camivul mood as Bhut- 
to's campaign cavalcade was 
mobbed by villagers and took 12 
hours (0 cover the last 8U 
kilometres of her route through 
the wheat and sugarcane fieldH of 
Punjab province. 

In one instance, frenzied farm- 
workers chanting “Bhutto lead us 
forever" lifted her white minivan 
off the road to stall its progress.

Soviets break space record 


Reagan aide predicts eariy summit

LUND. Sweden — “1 was 
scared when the man's sto- 
mach was ripped open with a 
knife and the blood went 
everywhere. " said an 11-year- 
old child quoted in a Swedish 
Siudv on the effects of televi- 
sion viewing on children. 

Lund L'niversity sociologist 
Inga Sonesson headed a team 
xvhich measured and moni- 
tored television viewing by 200 
children from the southern 
Swedish city of .Malmo from 
the age of *sL\ to 16. 

Her book, entitled “Who Is 
Bringing Up Our Children?". 
IS to be published next month 
in Sweden. Its conclusions are 
shocking. 

“We found a clear and un- 
mistakcable statistical correla- 
tion between excessive televi- 
sion and video viewing on the 
one hand and the development 
of anti-social behaviour and 
emotional problems on the 
other.” Sonesson told Reuters 
in an inteniew, 

The researchers found that 
this held true even when home 
background was taken into 
account. Children whose pa- 
rents were better educated ex- 
perienced the same problems 
a.s those with less well-edu- 
cated parents if the children 
watched a lot of television. 


The study began in 1975 
when Sonesson and her co- 
workers first interviewed the 
children, who were selected to 
represent a cross-section of ihc 
population. *rhe six-year-olds 
were then at pre-school day- 
care centres. 

Subsequent interviews were 
conducted when the children 
were aged seven, nine. 11. 14 
and 16. At every stage, resear- 
chers also ’ questioned 
teachers and parents. The 
same young people are still 
being followed today, making 
the Swedish study unique in 
the world for its duration. 

Sonesson said she 
approached the project with 
p^itive feelings about televi- 
sion. which she believed could 
be an enjoyable and education- 
al medium. But a different 
reality quickly emerged. 

“I found that many sbt-year- 
olds were seeing adult prog- 
rammes that were often violent 
and totally unsuitable. One 
very negative effect was that 
many were frightened. They 
had ni^tmares which followed 
them for a very long time." she 
said. 

Sonesson established that 
six-year-olds who watched less 
than two hours television a day 
were much less likely to experi- 
ence emotional problems or 
learning difficulties later on. 

“But watching two-and-a- 


half hours or more a day at age 
six led to problems five or six 
years later. Teachers reported 
that these children were more 
aggressive, more anxious and 
had greater problems main- 
taining concentration," she 
said. 

Children who at six were not 
described by their teachers as 
being aggressive, tended to be-' 
come aggressive by the age of 
12 if they watched several 
hours of television daiiv.
